THE ENGLISHMAN TRIUMPHANT, AND HIS 
COUNTRYMEN DELIGHTED—THE RACE.

New Lokk, Nov. II.— The second of the 
three races between W. G. George, of the 
Moseley Harriers, the amateur long-distance 
champion of England, and L. E. Myers, of 
the Manhattan Club, the amateur champion 
of America, was ran on the polo grounds 
this afternoon, and resuitel in a compara- 
tively easy victory for the Englishman. The 
distance run was one mile, and George had 
to his credit the best record for this distance, 
having covered the distance in 4:21 2-5, but 
it was very evident from his appearance 
at the finish, and the comparatively easy 
manner in which he ran the last third of the 
mile, that, had he been at all pressed by 
Myers, he could have easily equalled, if he 
did not surpass, his English record. 

THE GENERAL CONCLUSION 
after the race seemed tb be that Myers, while 
he is undoubtedly the best short-distance 
runner in the world so far as known, has not 
the staying qualities necessary to enable him 
to compete with such a man as George. The 
race attracted between 2,000 and 3,000 per- 
sons, most of them amateur athletes, and all 
of them enthusiastic admirers of either the 
Englishman or the American. The friends 
of the Englishman knew their man, and 
they were ready and anxious to take all bets 
offered against him. Myers did not have 
that confident look in his face which shone 
there on the Saturday before, and it was very 
evident that he was not over sure of his own 
ability. George, on the other hand, stepped 
on the track with a light, elastic gait, and 
looked and acted like a man who was confi- 
dent of a certain, if not an easy, victory.

New Yors, Nov. II.— As was expected, 
the statement of the average condition of 
the New York banks this past week shows a 
large decrease in reserve.

Tur recent election in Norway seems to 
have been largely a triumph for BjSrnsterne 
Bj6rnson, the Republican politician, but bet- 
ter known in this country asthe writer of 
“ Arne” and other charming stories of Nor- 
wegian life.

LATER and official returns indicate a few 
changes in the vote for the members of the 
Illinois Legislature, but without in the least 
affecting the numerical standing of the two 
political parties. Tun Trinune nas hereto- 
fore credited the Forty-fifth District to the 
Democrats, although the election of Long- 
necker, the Republican candidate for Sena- 
tor, seemed more than probable. His op- 
ponent, McNary, defeats him by 560 majority 
in a district where the Democratic margin is 
1,318 In the Forty-ninth District, from 
which the returns are still incom- 
plete, there is a question as to which 
one of the two Demiocrats—Gregg and 
Bowman—has been elected. The same 
question exists as to Spann and Lodge, 
Democrats, in the Fifty-first, although at 
last accounts Spann conceded his running- 
mate’s election by a small majority. 

In neither of these two last-mentioned 
districts can the Democrats elect two Repre- 
sentatives. Tun Trisune in all its com- 
putations has credited them with one— 
Gregg in the former and Spann in the lat- 
ter—so that nothing but @ change in names 
will be necessary in case further returns 
show that Bowman and Lodge have slipped 
In ahead of their Democratic rivals. The 
count will be the same.

MONEY AT ELECTIONS. 

There is a vast difference between the the- 
oretical and the practical election of this day, 
and the difference is widening with great 
rapidity. ‘The theory that elections are occa- 
sions for the sentimental display of patriot- 
ism, that they are gatherings of the people in 
their respective neighborhoods, where, after 
prayerful consideration of what the public in- 
terests demand, each man approaches the 
National urn and deposits his ballot, and, 
after gathering these, the “collected will ”’ 
is declared by the choice of the majority and 
becomes the accepted decree of all, may be 
poetical and very pleasant to read of, but has 
ceased to be practical. The poet has writ- 
ten, as a boast of American liberty, that 
there is— 

A wea that comes down as still 


As — tali upon the sod; 
But executes a freeman's will 


Can sbicid you: tis the bailot-box, 

This highly poetical and patriotic picture 
may have been true in its day, but in these 
days of practical politics it hardly meets the 
reality. There are several things not men- 
tioved by the poet. Thus, a stuffed ballot- 
box is not in these days an unknown duan- 
tity, nor is a falsified count and return. 
Another feature not contemplated by the 
poet is the bribed voter, whose will is exe- 
cuted just as otectively as is that of the free- 
man. 

The particular point in our election sys- 
tem. to which we wish to call attentiop at 
present is the costliness of elections. We do 
not mean the public expenditure, such as the 
rent of polling-places, the per diem of the 
inspectors and clerks of the election, the hire 
of policemen to maintain order at the polls, 
the cost of priuting notices, and of the sta- 
tionery and poll-books, and of the official 
bianks. All this expenditure is consistent 
with and inseparable from a lawful and or- 
derly election. Nor do we object to the cost 
of elections in the matter of expenditures by 
candidates for printing ballots, nor for the 
hire of ticket distributors and peddiers, nor 
even for the hire of conveyances to take 
weak and infirm voters to and from the polls 
on election-day. All these expenses seem to 
be indispensable at this day, and when borne 
by the candidates voluntarily they seem: to 
be unobjectionable. 

But the expenditures for these purposes, 
great as they may be, have come to be 
classified as “legitimate,” to distinguish 
them from others once generally unknown, 
and which at this time have become so uni- 
versal that they can hardly be classed as 
illegitimate. 

These latter expenses inciude, first, an as- 
sessment imposed by the executive authority 
ot each political party upon all candidates 
upon whose nominations the word Ren- 
ular’ has been branded. This assessment is 
nominally levied under the pretext that 
money is needed to run the campaign, but as 
the official organization in nowise ever 
relieved a candidate of any share of running

We have had an election in this city ro- 
cently, at which there was a full assortment 
of offices to be filled. This list Included four 
Congressmen, one Sheriff, one Treasurer, 
two Judges of courts, one Coroner, two 
Clerks of courts, four Commissioners, and 
one Superintendent of Schools. The terms 
of these offices having lucrative incomes were 
four years. The Congressional terms were, 
of course, two years, and the salary $5,000, 
As both parties were more or less confident 
of suctess, the assessments were \ ee ex- 
travagant, and enormous. 

There were sixteen candidates on each 
ticket. The Commissioners were assessed 
$100 each, and the others were assessed at 
various sums ranging as high as $10,000. The 
sixteen men on each ticket, making thirty- 


two in all, paid the money demanded of them 


as the price of their nominations. There was 
some difficulty in getting candidates for 
sonia of the Congressional districts, and there 
may have been some abatements popause of 
that fact. 

What was this money collected for? It 
was levied in addition to the legitimate“ 
expenditures—-to be used for what purpose? 
In addition each candidate is subjected to a 
merciless tax, beginning from the hour of 
the nomination and continuing up to the 
close of the polls on election-day. 

We have not referred to the expenditure 
preceding the nomination. Some years ago 
a Sheriff in office in this city whose profits 
averaged $20,000 a year expended the entire 
income of his two years’ term in trying to 
be nominated and elected a second time, and 
Was after all defeated. We mention this to 
show the cost of obtaining a nomination and 
an election. As an average, we do not be- 
lieve thata member of Congress represent- 
ing any city district after obtaining a nomi- 
nation and an election can more than pay the 
cost thereof out of the two years’ salary of 
the office. 

This wild—and, as a general thing, this cor- 
rupt—expenditure of money at elections is 
not confined to any one party. During the 
last year one party has had a permanent 
committee at Washington issuing notices 
and deinands to all persons holding office un- 
der the Federal Government to forward 
money to be expended for party purposes. 
These demands were made under an implied 
threat of removal if not complied with. 
What legitimate political purpose was this 
$400,000 to $500,000, more or less, expended 
for? 

Every expenditure of money at elections 
beyond that expended for the so-called legi- 
tiinate cost of conducting them is intended 
corruptly to influence the voters. The pres- 
ence of money at the polls—the knowledge 
that it is collected for so-called election pur- 
poses—is of itself a promoter of corruption: 
it encourages bribery and increases the ranks 
of the persons wanting to be bribed. It 
creates a demand for voters willing to sell 
their votes, and a supply is a natural result 
of a demand, 

There are reports that at the last election 
there were candidates who, in order to pay 
their assessments and the other expenditures 
of the election, actually mortgaged their 
homesteads to raise the money for that pur- 
pose. Those who were elected may possibly 
survive the extraordinary outlay, but those 
who were defeated may not be so fortunate. 

The cost of elections, and mainly for corrupt 
purposes, has become so great that to be a 
candidate involves bankruptcy unless the 
candidate be a man of wealth. In fact, the 
harpies and thieves who live by bleeding 
candidates do what they can to prevent any 
person being a candidate who is not pos- 
sessed of money. Elective offices will soon 
be closed to all persons who are not able and 
willing to pay well both for nomination and 
election. Ine whole system of money at 
elections, which is a part of the machine, is 
dishonest and should be broken up. It is 
disgraceful and scandalous in the extreme. 
It is building up the aristocracy of wealth 
by closing all roads of official preferment to 
all who cannot buy the way to office by pay- 
ing for every ballot deposited, and purchas- 
ing every officer appointed to hold the elec- 
tion. With the new system of civil-service 
reform there ought to be also a reform of 
the corrupting use of money at elections.

OUR SUBURBAN TRAVEL. 

Chicago is one of the few large cities in 
the country thatsend a large number of their 
people to sleep in the country nights, ‘This 
is a sigh that itis a metropolis, but the man- 
ner in which the suburban travel is man- 
aged is anything but metropolitan. Any 
comparison between the facilities for living 
suburban afforded by our railroads and by 
those that run out of New York, Boston, or 
Philadelphia is very much to our disad- 
vantage. 

Our railroad managers appear to consider 
the existence of the worthy citizen who 
wishes to raise his family and spend his 
evenings and Sundays-out of the reach of 
city dust and city sewer-gas as a personal 
grievance. Commuters’ trains come and go, 
crowded every day, in all weather, and in 
good times and bad times, but they are in- 
variably treated as if of less importance than 
the through express trains, which carry a 
few score of passengers very often at losing 
rates. Railroad managers wear out them- 
selves and the finances of their companies in 
a rivairy with other lines to see which can 
build the greatest mileage of usel¢ss exten- 
sions or waste the most money in “lightning 
specials” that. do not pay running expenses, 
and henee haye no energy left to look after 
the interests of their most constant patrons, 
the commuters. 

duch suburban business as our roads have 
has forced itself on them. In spite of infre- 
quent trains, too few cars, inaccessible sta- 
tions, an almost absolute indifference about 
being on time, the tide of suburban travel 
has swelled until the railroads have been 
actually forced to meet it with increased ac- 
commodations. But the roads keep far be- 
hind the public, Chicago has nothing today 
within or without the city that deserves the 
name of rapid transit. Our raliroads all 
start near the centre of the city and craw! at 
the rate of six miles an hour to the city Hin- 
its. When they pass this line they still 
make shockingly slow time. The arrange- 
ments for handimg packages, baggage, and 
marketing are all inadequate. 

But it is in the schedule of fares that the 
railway manager gives full vent to his spite 
against the suburbanite. He enmeshes him 
in all the intricacies of ten- ride tickets, thirty- 
ride tickets, hundred-ride tickets, monthly, 
quarterly, semi-annualy and yearly tickets. 
The head of the family must have a ticket 
for Himself, and another for his wife or 
mother-in-law. Tickets that are good for 
members of tha family are not good for 
guests, If monthly tickets are bought after 
thé month has begun no deduction is made 
for the lost days. Ingenuity exhausts itself

go railroads ought to be reformed altogether. 
‘The experience of Boston and Philadelphia 
shows that the suburban business can be de- 
ve to enormous proportions by provid- 
ing comfortable and speedy transit at reason- 
able rates, One of our Chicago roads prides 
itself on the announcement that during one 
hour in‘the day it will run trains every fifteen 
minutes. It should run trains every fifteen 
minutes all day long. A flood of prosperity 
awaits the corporations that will first give us 
real rapid transit trom the centre of the city, 
northward arid southward, tunneling the 
river, and either elevating or sinking the 
tracks, 30 as to eseape the city limitation of 
six miles an hour. 

The Erie Railroad has simplified the an- 
noying complexity of commutation rates by 
selling “one-thousand-mile tickets” to its 
commuters, to be used by aby of the members 
of a family ora firm. Sach a reform would 
swell the suburban receipts of our Chicago 
roads much more rapidly than their present 
annoying policy. Why not turn aside for a 
little while from the glories of railroad wars 
and try to develop a business that will never 
have to be “ pooled”; will grow without 
forcing just as fast as facilities are given it, 
and when it comes comes to stay forever ?

There is undoubtedly a general conviction 
throughout the country that President 
Arthur was the worst-beaten man in the late 
election. This popular impression has 
reached the Administration, and there is a 
very evident effort to remove it. Inspired 
dispatches are sent out from Washington 
disavowing any Administration interference 
in the New York election, and the Democrat- 
ic papers are willing to assist the President 
in counteracting the prevallmg theory of his 
responsibility for the late defeat, because it 
would be better for their party if the disaster 


to the Republicans could be attributed to | 


disintegration and decay than to have it 


charged upon any one man or faction. Con- 


sequently a couple of the leading journals of 
New York City (not Republican) print 
articles which are designed to relieve Mr. 
Arthur from the responsibility which the 
people have put upon him, and the cue 
will be taken by Democratic newspapers 
generally. The tew remaining newspapers 
in the country pledged to the fortunes of thie 
so-callud Stalwart faction will follow instruc- 
tions issued from Washington and supple- 
ment the efforts of the Democratic press to 
acquit Mr. Arthur of all blame for the Ke- 
publican defeat that has been sustained. 

President Arthur and his friends will not 
be able by these or any other methods to 
evade the responsibility which the late elec- 
tion hasimposed. Not only are the external 
evidentes all against them, but a rapid re- 
view of Mr. Arthur’s political career since 
his inauguration as President will be suffi- 
clent to account for the revulsion of public 
sentiment which has swept over the country. 

When Mr. Arthur entered upon the duties 
of President he enjoyed the sympathy and 
good will of the American people. The 
shock of President Garfield’s assasination 
had largely subsided, and Mr. Arthur had 
conducted himself with so much decorum 
and discretion during Garfield’s long prostra- 
tion as to conquer popular respect. It was 
generally felt that his position was embarass- 
ing and that the early part of his Administra- 
tion would be peculiarly trying; consequent- 
ly, the tendency of press and people was to 
encourage him. He seemed from the outset 
to misconstrue the popular temper in this 
regard; he accepted the apparent favor with 
which he was regarded as à tribute to him 
personally, and he began to arrange 
his affairs with “& view to a dis- 
tinct policy from that which had been 
pursued by his predecessor, and apparently 
with the project of a second term constantly 
before his eyes. Radical changes were made 
in the Cabinet. A statesman of great ability, 
peculiar fitness, and thoroughly American 
ideas, made room in the State Department for 
one of the fossils of the Grant period. An 
expert in the Post-Office Department gave 
way to an antiquated politician. A live and 
suceessful Secretary of the Treasury stepped 
aside in favor of a gentleman who had no 
other claim upon that important office than 
that which a residence in New York and 
identification with the Stalwart faction gave 
him. An issue had been made at the be- 
ginning of Garfield’s term over this very 
office, and it had been determined to the 
great gratification of the people that it should 
be saved from the contamination of Wall 
street influences. At the earliest practicable 
moment Mr. Arthur reversed Gartield’s 
wise judgment on this point, and 
the control of the finances was placed 
in the hands of a New-Yorker. The 
other changes in the Cabinet, the depart- 
ments, and the civil service generally pro- 
ceeded upon the same theory of strengthen- 
Ing the minority faction with which the 
President had been identified. In this de- 
sign the climax seemed to have been reached 
when Mr. Conkling, who had been repudi- 
ated by his own State and condemned by the 
country, was appointed to the Supreme 
Bench, and thus given an opportinity to re- 
ject the place and treat the President, the 
Senate, and the Supreme Court with some- 
thing very Uke scorn. But Mr. Arthur ac- 
cepted all this as if it had been prearranged, 
and he was not less devoted than before to 
Mr. Conkling's faction and the latter’s policy 
of hate and revenge. 

When the time came for making up the is- 


_sues and selecting the candidates for the 


State elections in the fall the President 
placed himself, his influence, and the patron- 
age at his command entirely at the service of 
the bosses. Conkling in New York and 
Cameron in Pennsylvania had each his own 
end to work out. In Pennsylvania it was 
essential to Cameron to sustain himself 
against the popular antagonism which his 
dictation had aroused. He would make no 
concession to public sentiment. He was de- 
termined to rule with a high head anda 
strong arm. ‘The President gave the Penn- 
Sylvania boss carte blanche in the use and 
manipulation of Government patronage for 
his own ends, In New York the Stalwart ef- 
forts centered upon the crushing of 
Gov. Cornell, There were three reasons 
for getting Cornell out of the way. One was 
because he had declined to aid Conkling in 
the latter’s effort to secure a reéiection 
after his splenetic resignation from the Sen- 
ate. Another was because Cornell as Goy- | 
ernor had vetoed certain Gould schemes for 
robbing the people by relieving his corpora- 
tions from taxation. The third was because 
Cornell, if elected Governor for a second 
term, might become “a bigger man than 
Arthur” ‘and come up as New York's favorit 


son. These reasons impelled Arthur, in ad- | 
dition to his natural and habitual affiliation | 
with the Stalwart faction, to interfere direct- | 


ly in New York State polities. The machine, | 
lubrieated by forgery and fraud, was run to 
beat Cornell and nominate an Adaniinistra- 
tion candidate; The effect of the policy has 
been emphasized in a manner not to be mis- 
taken.

Meanwhile a résumé of the 
manner in which the Western Union has 
since 1856 burgued its eareeer of annihilating 
competitots, consolidating connecting lines, 
and issping bonus and bogus stack will 
serve perhaps as the most vivid Ulustration 
possible of the modern problem of monopoly, 
which we must solve in the courts of justice 
or elsewhere. 

Aug. 10, 1888, the capital stock was 3300, 
700. On that day a bonus and torus serip 
dividend of 88 per cent was declared. Less 
than five weeks later there was another of 
414.40 per cent; July 16, 1862, one of 27.26 per 
eye! h 16, 1863, one of 100 per cent, ir- 

rigating the capital stock to $5,962,600; Dec. 
B, in the same year, one of 333¢ per cent, 
This made the capital $7,050,700, Between 
January, 1864, and May, 1864, over $2,000,000 
more of Western Union paper was issued to 
buy up Other telegraph companies. May 11, 
1864, a bogus and bonus dividend of 100 per 
cent swelled the capital to $20,133,800, Inthe 
next five years the same processes added 
$20,920,300 more, making what any well-regu- | 
lated anti-monopolist might properly call the 
“demnition” total $41,063,100. This, as al- 
ready stated, was increased in January, 1881, 
to $80,000,000, And if the plans of the great 
consolidation do not “gang aglee” this 880, 
000,000 of water will be sold to the United 
States some day when Congress is in a good 
humor for a round $100,000,000 of Govern- 
ment bonds.

MONOPOLY AND THE COURTS. 

The New York & Mississippi Valley Print- 
ing Telegraph Company of 1856, with a capi- 
tal of $375,000, is now known as the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, and has a capital 


of $80,000,000. This multiplication of value | 


has all been created eut of the public. Cap- 
ital stock that was counted by thousands of 
dollars has come to be counted. by millions 
without the subscription of a new dollar in 
money by the stockholders. The franchises 
and good will of the public have been capi- 
talized in a geometrical progression until 
$375,000 has become $80,000,000. On this the 
public are taxed to pay dividends of 6 per 
cent a year, besides the interest on $6,000,- 
000 of bonds. The goal of this huge corpora- 
tion has been monopoly ‘from its birth, It 
has swallowed corporation after corporation, 
and the greater its overfed bulk the more 
rapidly it was able to consummate the de- 
struction of its competitors. . 

It is nearly two years since it achieved its 
chief stroke of consolidation under the hand 
of the greatest stock-jobber of the country: 
In January, 1881, the public was startled by 
the news that the W Union had ab- 
sorbed the Atlantic & cifie and the 
American Union Telegraph Companies; 
that its capital stock was to be inflated from 
$41,073,410 to $80,000,000, and that’ competition 
in telegraphy was at an end. 

This consolidation was in Violation ot 
private and public faith and the pledges 
by which the American Union had ob- 
tained its privileges and franchises; it 
was against public policy and. it violated 
the law. 
positively the purchase of one corpora- ® 
tion by another except in cases of which 
this was not one. The Western Union Coni- 
pany, besides issuing $15,000,000 of its stock 
to pay for the American Union and $8,400,000 
for the Atlantic & Pacific, put out $15,526,500 
as a bonus to its own stoékholders. These 
amounts were added to the existing $41,073,- 
410 to make the new watered total of $80,000,- 
000. Most of this bonus of $15,526,500 went 
to the great engineer of the consolidation, 
who had acquired, by the .machinery of 
Wall-street panic, the bulk of the old West- 
ern Union stack. This bonus was issued in 
direct contempt of the law, which declared 
that no such dividends could be made. 

For two years a small minority of the 
Western Union stockholders have been liti- 
gating to break up this consolidated mo- 
nopoly. No final judgment has been 
reached, but a decision just rendered by the 
Superior Gourt of New York gives hope 
that this attempt to destroy conipetition in a 
business which taxes the public over $14,- 
000,000 a year, and to givé a monopoly both 
ends of the bargain, will fail. The amount 
of stock making the contest is very small, 
but the principle for which it contends is a 
very great one, 

In the decision just made one Judge, while 
holding that the consolidation was invalid, 
appears to admit the right of the Western 
Union to buy up the other companies, but 
Judge Arnonx demonstrates in the clearest 
manner that its action: was the creation of a 
gigantic monopoly in ‘flagrant violation of 
the statutes of the State and in contraven- 
tion of all considerations of public policy. | 
The third Judge concurred in the decision 
without expressing his opinion on this 
poln.

DISCOVERY OF A PROCESS FOR PRESERVING 
THE DEAD.

WAsuHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 11.—Mr. P. 8. 
Ensworth and Dr. Lovett, a physlelau of 
Erie, have made app lication for a patent on 
a recentiy-discovered process of preserving 
the dead, supposed to be the long-lost 
Egyptian art. They claim that, partly by ac- 
cident and finally by experiment, they have 
discovered a certain combination of anti- 
septic elements, which, if diffused through a 
dead body, even when it is in an advanced 
stage of decomposition, will destroy all cor- 
ruptible matter and convert the flesh into a 
cartilaginous state, the denser parts of the 
body, such as the gristly part of the ear, be- 
ing converted into a horny substance, retain-

ITS NATURAL APPEARANCE. 
In one of their experiments they, by the aid 
of electricity, applied the chemicals to the 


dead body of an infant at the alms-house at 
Erie, Pa.. Ten weeks after the body had

THE ORIGIN OF COFFEE. 


The Strife Which Was Occasioned by 
Its Introduction as a Beverage.

It is well known that the coffee plant is not 
indigenous in Arabia, but was imported 
from Abyssinia at a date which cannot be 
accurately fixed. The taste for coffee itself 
had a hard struggle at first to find a general 
welcome among the more select circles. 
Apart from the oldest legend concerning 
Shadeli's drink, the Medina Sheikh Abd-el- 
Kader is the oldest historical authority on 
the use of the “biood-red Kaweh,” as the 
Tunisian Ibn Waki named the beverage. lua 

year 1587, not 300 years ago, he tells us 
thatin Yemen people meade use of a drink 
which so lightened the night-watches that 
the faithful of the place were able to sing the 
praises of more fervently and cheerfully 
than could be done anywhere else. Accord- 

to him, the Mufti Dhabani was the first 
to introduce the ins fieant little bean «on 
Arabian soil, paving brought it with him 
from Africa. Certain it is the districts 
of Snoa, Eu ‘and Kaffa (whence the 
name), in the south of the Abyssinian high- 
lands, form the original home of the coffee 
plant. Dhabani was of a sickly nature, and 
since he belonged to the order of the Sofi (Ul- 
tra- theists), who beileve that everything 
on earth and all being emanated from the 
Godhead, he regarded a means of excitement 
of this kind as a Providential gift.

The trustees under the will of the late Eli 
Butes, having found the designs submitted 
for the Lincoln Monument entirely unsatis- 
tactory, have wisely decided to reject them 
all. Those sent from abroad were utterly 
commonplace and uninteresting, While the 
desig by a Chicago artist, although em- 
bodying a grand thought expressed with 
force and vigor, and furnishing the founda- 
tion for sueeess through elaboration and 
modification, was unfortunately too incom- 
plete to be satisfactory.

These two 
figures, Columbia and Lincoln, are in their 
grouping imposing and artistic, and while 
their striking harmony of adaptation to each 
other suggests strength and unity. their pre- 
sentation together enhanced by the em- 
blems the sculptor has so skillfully garland- 
ed around them. These emblems seem like 
a history in embroidery fully illustrative of 
Lincoin’s responsibility during his official 
career as Chief of a great Nation while pass- 
ing through an epoch of imminent danger. 
At each of the four corners approaching the 
base are sentineled on pedestals the warlike 
guardians of our country, noble types in 
easy pose, represent artillery, infantry, 
cavalry, and the 7 hese are but out- 
posts; the actual history, with a poetic halo, 
is.ziven in the bas-reliefs on the four faces 
of the square base of the monument. First 
is a bas-relief in the rear called Sign of the 
Times,“ representing Columbia reclining and 
asieep. On the opposit side of the panel 
is a castle, figurative of safety, from behind 
which there comes assasin with direct 
intenton the sleeping form of Columbia; 
while in the Heavens appears an angel with 
trumpet sounding the alarm of danger and 
handing asword to Columbia. The second 
panel of bas-relief represents “Call to arms 
—the 1 arou *; third panel, Eman- 
cipation. In the distance is seen the smoke 
of battle and strife; in the foreground the 
breaking of chains from bondage. Fourth 
panel. The march home after tie strife.” 
‘The crude 7 8 in clay is on exhibition at 
e studio of Mr. John Phillips at the Leland 
Hotel, and can be seen by all who may be 
desirous of seeing it. Mr. Richards makes 
no pretention to offer this asa specimen of 
a finished sketch. He could not afford to do 
more than makeacrude suggestion, suffi- 
cient to conyey his idea of what our city 
should have asacreditable and lasting me- 
morial to the memory of Abraham Lincoln. 
There is no sculptor in this country with 
a higher record among artists than Mr. Rich- 
ards, and itis to be hoped that the trustees 
appointed to select a design for the Bates 


monumentin Lincola Park will give this. 


masterly design of Mr. Richards the atten- 
tion it merits. 


Seymour Haden. | 

A great deal of interest has been excited 
in New York by the arrival there of Sey- 
mour Haden, the most distinguished of liv- 
ing etchers, who visits this country with the 
avowed object of reviving that form of art 
that was practiced by the great masters of 
painting, and which has therefore come to be 
called “ painter-engraving.”” This he has 
done in England and hopes to do here. Mr. 
Haden will lecture in New York, Boston, 
and Philadelphia, and may be induced to 
come to Chicago, although he will not speak 
anywhere uuless especially invited to do so. 
No single modern etching ever published has 
‘been so successful as his plate called “The 
Breaking Up of the Agamemnon,” the sale 
of which has brought the artist no less than 
$12,500, This was publishedin 1870, and in 
1874 appeared he Calais Pier.“ a splendid 
interpretation of Turmer’s picture, Mr. Ha- 
den considers that American painters have a 
natural aptitude for becoming good etchers, 
and while claiming some good features for 
the English, expresses his own preference 
for American — This from the Presi- 
dent of a society which numbers many Royal 
Acadenicians among its members, coming so 
soon after Ruskin’s assertion that Thomas 
Moran’s etching was the best he had éver 
seen, should give Americans confidence in 
their own artists.

MRS. LANGTRY. 


Willie Winter's Criticism of Her~The 
Greatest Effort of His Life. 

The burden of gossip in theatrical circles 
still revolves round Mrs. Langtry, whose 
début at Wallack’s Theatre, New York, 
seems to have been quite the most brilliant 
event socially of recent years. ‘The fashion, 
the wealth, the intelligence, and the culture 
of New York besieged and stormed the doors 
of the theatre for hours before the time for 
opening, and had the theatre been thrice as 
large it would have been just as closely 
packed. A brief résumé of the opinions of 
the leading New York critics on Mrs. Lang- 
try’s abilities has already appeared in these 
columns, but the following extracts from the 
pen of one of the most acute, accomplished, 
and genial of American dramatic critics po- 
etically sums up what appears to be the gen- 
eral sentiment of those best able to judge 
regarding Mrs. Langtry as an actress;

The Blindness of Hepublican Party 

Managers—Contempt for the People. 
Uorrcavondence New York Times. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 9,—If there was 
anything which tke elections of Tuesday 
made plain to an observer in this city, it was 
the blindness of ublican party managers 
here, in and out of Congress, and their be- 
lief that the patienge and indulgence of the 
body of Republican voters were inexhausti- 
bie. After the scandalous organization of 
the House under Speaker Keifer it was ap- 
parent that this blindness was an afflichon 
which was becoming contagious, for men 
whose eyes had been open were attacked by 
it, and they lost the power of seeing beyond 
the boundaries of the Distriet of Co- 
lumbia. There were not many impar- 
tial observers here who believed that 
the ple would show ‘their disap- 
proval of such things. They be to feel 
that the sharp criticism aro in the hon- 
est press would have no appreciable effect, 
und the politicians themselves did not 
seem to dream that there could be a day of 
retribution. Among Congreasinen generally 
there was a feeling of security. ey pro- 
ceeded to dispose of the contents of what 
was called an overflowing Treasury, paying 
no regard to repeated warnings. The appro- 
priationsa were raised until they towered far 
above the average for the last ten years. 
Their action in relation to the subject of 
tariff reform and the reduction of internal 
taxes and their contempt for civil-service re- 
form were proofs of their blindness. That 
the people would punish them for their sup- 
port of an iniquitous River and Har- 
bor bill seemed to be beyond their 
conception. This. blindness attacked 
those in charge of the committee es- 
tablished for the promotion of the 
party’s interests in the Congressional dis- 
tricts. In the collection of —— assess- 
ments they exhibited a careless contempt for 
intelligent public opinion, whieh proved that 
they could not see beyond the boundaries of 
the District. The warn which ought to 
have beeh regarded as signs of the times 
were derided, and the methods of collection 
were made even more arbitrary. To this re- 
ply to criticism the coa insults, 
addressed to the advocates of civil-service 
reform, when ordinary eycsight would have 
revealed to them the fact that reform in the 
civil service had become an issue which 
shrewd politicians could not dismiss with a 
sneer, ‘They pushed on with their eyes 
closed, driving voters note bide their party 
and pouring into a few uthern districts 
the monéy which they had collected with a 
heavy hand, while Northern districts were 
* ly slipping away from them. 

‘he prevailing blindness attacked the Ad- 
ministration. It became known in Washing- 
ton that bargains with various Southern in- 
terests were methods had become popu- 
lar.

had been made with Senator Mahone, and 
his acts supported the belief that the Federal 
patronage of his State had been delivered 
into his hand.

Blindness and an utter failure to appreciate 
the sentiment of the pecple were shown in 
the New York campaign. The blow fell with 
creas force on Tuesday in nearly all of the

The country had be- 
come donyinced of the guilt of the 
star-roufe defendants, and many persons 
were watching for indications which might 
show the feeling of the Administration upon 
this subject. o failu¥® to respond to the 
protest of counsel concerning ex-Senator 
Spencer was only a straw, and perhaps it 
ought not to have had much weight but it 
did have weight in the minds of many. 
Blindness fell upon those who treated Fed- 
eral patronage in their States as their own 
property. to be distributed according to their 
will. Menu who sneered at reforms accom- 
plished turing the brief Administration of 
Garfield; and who exhibited their dislike for 
excellent officers whom he had appointed, 
were politically blind. Blindness fell upon 
those who had bought from the star-route 
chief a —— which was afterward regarded 
as the ofgan of the Administration, and. who 
allowedit to pursue a ruinous policy, to 
sneer at the advocates of reform in the civil 
service while it assumed to speak for the Pres- 
ident, to denounce those whom it con- 
temptugusly referred to as ‘the pet- 
class of Republicans,“ and to 
follow @ political course so remarkable that 
it became a curiosity in journalism. Many 
men are busy now trying to account for tne 
great changes wrought on Tuesday, With 
some it is fidelity to the memory of Garfield, 
with others a revolt against bosses, in 
the minds of others causes aside from them, 
ora group of causes, including these, are 
assigned. It is true that away from the Cap- 
ital, and especially in country districts, the 
memory of Garfield and of the political strug- 

le which preceded his murder, are ever 
resh in mind, while in Washington they 
have been succeeded and partly supplanted 
by other political events, The politician in 
this city is liable to err when he attempts to 
assign causes for any political change which 
is National in its scope, but in accounting for 
the results of the recent.election the blind- 
ness Which has prevailed here among Re- 
publican political managers, and their dis- 
regard for intelligent public sentiment, must 
not be forgotten. 

There are circumstances peculiar to life in 
Wash nh which encou in the poli- 
tician his alienation from people. The 
residents do not vote. With few exceptions 
they draw their support, or have drawn it, 
from Treasury of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Although the city now contains 180, 
000 inhabitants, it is marked by no great man- 
ufacturing or commercial enterprises. Its 
trade is almost entirely of a retail character. 
The departments contain as emp ore many 
who have been active politicians elsewhere, 
and they bring here the atmosphere of active 
politics and of shrewd political methods. 
They have no sympathy with advocates of 
civil-service reform, their experience has 
made them cynical, and many who are 
unwilling to pay political  assess- 
ments are in sympathy’ with a system 
which requires and uses such assess- 
ments, There are many other characteristics

BESIEGING THE POLES. 


The Pian of the International Expedi- 
tions to the Polar Begions. 
St. Petersburg Golos, 

While the attention of the political world 
has been absorbed by military events in the 
blissful land of the Pharaohs, the scientific 
world has been busy with the grand under- 
taking of a thorough investigation of the un- 
known and inhospitable polar region. All the 
civilized nations of Europe and America take 
part in the task. Fourteen international 
stations have been selected, and the total 


cost will be about $400,000. Learned men are 
very confident that observations and investi- 


gations conducted on such a grand scale 
will solve many obscure questions concerning 
atmospheric, magnetic, and electric phe- 
nomena. 

The idea of international polar expeditions 
belongs to the famous Austrian scientist, 
Karl Veiprecht He holds that the 
polar regions at this day present the 
richest field for investigation in 
all branches of natural science. If the 
former ar expeditions have not enriched 
science in proportion t@ their cost, the rea- 
son, in his opinion, is that their object was to 
discover new lands and new straits, or mere- 
ly to reach the pole, while the physica! phe- 
nomena of the polar regions were too little, 
if at all, studi He advised that the pro- 

of future polar expeditions be entirely 
ifferent, and that instead of S — 
covery sclentine investigation should be ke 
in view. that many simultaneous ex 1 
tions should be arranged on a general plan. 

Veiprecht’s idea was well received. The 
first international polar conference was hela 
at Hamburg in 1879; the second at Berne in 
1880; and the third at St. Petersburg in 1881.

MARINE NEWS. 


A Fair Demand Yesterday for Vessels 
to Carry Grain to Lake Erie 
Ports—Other News. 


There was a fair demand yesterday from 
shippers of grain for vessel-room to Lake Erie 
ports. The room taken was all for corn with 
the exception of a small jag of flaxseed: Rates 
remain unchanged, 3 cents a bushel on both 
wheat and corn to Buffalo and other Lake 
Erie ports being the rule figures. The 
supply of carriers at this port grows 
smalier every day, but this faet 
does seem to stiffea freight-rates to the lower- 
lake ports, and the general opinion among ves- 
seimen is that 3 cents is the maximum rate that 
shippers will pay for cargoes this season. 
Everything taken yesterday was steam, not a 
single sail-vessei being on the market séeking 
engagement. A large fleet of carriers is now 
on the way up from Lake Erie, but it is be- 
lieved that the most of them will be laid up on 
their arrival unless carrying rates shall advance 
to a much better figure than the present rates.

Consul Mason writes from Basle, having ob- 
the weekly companies of emigrants to 
this country starting from the central railway

This move- 
ment out of the sturdy Republic is not to be 
accounted for by oppressive government, or 
by fear of military duty, or by untoward 
seasons and short crops, and — agriculture 
isn6 longer prosperons in Switzerland, ac- 
cording to the standards of prosperity now. 
A farmer on sixty .paid-for well-stocked 
acres can just about get a fair living: against 
this is set the overflowing plenty of Ameri- 
ean cheap soil, reported and attested by re- 
turning visitors whose very appearance 
shows that they have thrived somehow sin 

they Bkve been away, and so the Swiss 
farmer sets his face westward. The outflow 
rose from 4,288 in 1879 to 7,255 in 1880, 10,895 
in 1881, and 8,000 in the first half of 1882. 
Until this year the press and pablic men of 
Switzerland seemed to favor this immigra- 
tion: a law to protect the emigrantfrom 
agents’ rapacity was passed in 1881, and a 
leading representative from the Cauton of 
Schaffhausen is preparing a scheme to es- 
tablish, under Government authority, an 
emigration bureau for assisting in the selec- 
tion of Western lands and the departure of 
such: Swiss as wish to go.

It is oye of those 
productions that insensibly grow in favor 
upon one, being full of a rare and indeseriba- 


ble sweetness and grace that is very pleasant

over it for two centuries and a half. Many 
Princes and Bishops came to the front in de- 
fense of their country and faith, and many 
suffered martyrdom at the hands of the Tar- 
tars. At that time many a convent served as 
a stronghold, and the Russian monks * 
many battles against the Tartar hordes. The 
Moscow convents and churches have man 
relics of these patriotic.martyrs and mon 
warriors. That the Princes who suffered 
death for refusing to adore the Tartar idols 
were canonized not ool ge 
was one Prince who adored 
prostrated himself betors the pagan fire, and 
yet he was canonized. This was St. Alex- 
ander, the Nevsky. He was apure diplomat. 
While showing respect to the and 
idol he was preparing an army and bringing 
Russian Princes to an unders ing as to 
how to get rid of the Tartar yoke. He de- 
served much of his country, and the thank- 
fulehureh canonized him. The relics of 
this diplomatio saint — 2 in St. Peters- 
burg, and he is regarded as the special patron 
of Czar’s residence. 7 

After the Tartars were driven away the 
Russian monks and Bishops encountered 
dangers ehough in defending their people 
and faith against their own Ozars, and thus 
martyrs continued to appear in Russia. Dur- 
ing the reign of Ivan the Terribie, for in- 


' stance, there were living fully fifteen saints, 


among whom Metropolitan Philipp was par- 
ticularly remarkable. Once Philipp thus ad- 
dressed Ivan: Thou art not the father of 
thy people, but a tyrant. Blessed be the hand 
that shall kill thee, rabid dog!’ Ivan, in a 
rage, ordered that the Metropolitan be tor- 
tured, and then, to dishonor him before the 
people, he had him placed on an ass and 
driven through the streets. Philipp ex- 
claimed: Madman! Thou giorifiest me in- 
stead of dishonoring me. Savior also 
rode on an ass.“ Philipp, by Ivan's order, 
was strangled in prfson. But the church 
canonized Philipp, and there are three days 
dedicated to him. 

Of all the Russian saints the name of St. . 
Ilia (Elias), the Moorometz, is the most 
familiar to the Russian people at large, not 
as a saint, but as the 1 ero of the 
twelfth century. Though sur ing all 
other Russians in strength, Ilia did not care 
to fight. He staid at home warming himself 
at the baking oven for thirty-and-three years. 
But when he learned that the pagan Tartars 
were oppressing Christians and mocking the 
Christian faith he put on his knightly armor, 
jumped on his gigantic charger, and for 
many, many years Ilia watered Christian 
lands with pagan blood. When offended, 
Ilia punished even the great Prince Vladimir, 
along with all his knights. Ilia ended his 
days in the woods, living asa hermit. The 
people adored their hero, and the church at 
length canonized him. 

The saints: known as “the foolish for 
Christ's sake” lived in that good old time 
when tongues for saying straight truths were 
often’ cut out or burned with reg 
hot iron and melted lead. The Christ's 
fools,” however, ke court jesters, 
were allowed to say many thmgs that 
no sane man would dare to utter. Prokop 
of Ustug. threatened an impious Prince and 
his courtiers with a “stony rain.” Being 
mocked, as the story goes, a rain of stones 
tell and killed many people. It only stopped 
when Prokop began to pray. 

Under the Romanoff's ruie—that is, for the 
last two centuries anda half—there have 
been only eight saints, and these lived far 
away from Capitals, one dwelling in 81 
beria—St. Innocent, at Irkutsk. The Ro- 
manoffs usurped the patriarchal powers in 
the church. They cared nothing for piety 
and virtue, and only sought to increase their 
authority. At the head of the Government, 
and therefore of the church, there were in 
turn the boy Czar, the baby Czar, the idiot 
Czar, the maniac Czar, a Russian Aspasia, a 
Northern Semiramis, and two.Russian Mes- 
saline. Under such spiritual guidance there 
could be no talk of piety and sanctity in the 
country.

PESSIMISM AND OPTIMISM. 
THE FALLACIES THAT ARE ‘SOMETIMES DE- 
RIVED FROM BIBLE INTERPRETATION. 
President G. F. Magown, in the Advance. 

One of the most curious things about those 
who believe that the world is unquestionably 
growing better all round, and those, on the 
other hand, who are thoroughly convinced 
that it is growing worse, is, that they find con- 
firmation of their opinions alike in the Bible. 
Not in the same passages and expressions, of 
course, but in the same portions of the Bible 
—the prophecies, for example. They exem- 
plity the conflict of interpretations. They il- 
lustrate the proposition that, while Holy 
Scripture is infallible, human judgment is 
not. They prove that it was not intended 
that inspiration should supersede. the read- 
er’s understanding, but should stop with the 
writers of revelation. It must needs be so. 

How much more, then, must inferences 
from the meaning of Scripture be fallible, as 
all other inferences, aré. Those correctly 
made may be unqualiuedly true; but both 
optimist and pessimist are liable to infer in- 
correctly from accurate interpretations, as 
well as to interpret inaccurately. Given 
that the worid is in respect to morals and re- 
ligion growing worse or better, it does not 
follow that every individual man or Chris- 
tian is doing so, or that any one who is must 
be growing worse or better in everything at 
every moment. Nor that every community 
is every day co every hour. Nor even that 
Christendom is, at large, at any point of 
time. N

The idea of a man go to a 
woman once a week and recoun the sad tale 
of all his lapses from the path of rectitude is 
just cool enough for Lapland. vertainly it would 
not take in any other quarter of the world, 

During ue month of October the mission- 
aries of the American Sunday-School Union in 
this department established forty new Sunday- 
schools in new settlements or neglected commu- 
nities, and induced 139 teachers and 1,115 schol- 
ars to become members of these schools. They 
also aided 149 other schools which have a mem- 
bersbip of 829 teachers and 8,099 scholars. They 
heid 240 meetings, visited 993 families, distrib- 
uted 322 Bibles and Testaments; put into the 
hands of these people $627 worth of religious 
reading, and traveled 17,267 miles. Since March 
1, the inning *r missionary year, they 
have established new schools, brought 2,028 
teachers and 16,120 scholars into them for Bible 
study and instruction, aided 1,033 old schools. 
which have 5,149 teachers and 44,109 scholars. 
They beid 1,727 meetings, vigited, 7,313 families, 
distributed 2,900 Bibles and Testaments, circu- 
lated $5,854 worth of religious literature, and 
traveled 119,218 miles.

Boston, Nov. 9.—Whatever Boston may or 
may not be, she at least is musical. Indeed, 
halt her social disturbances—for even the 
Hub has its disturbances—turn upon musical 
questions. Last winter the quarrels of the 
supporters of different orchestras kept the 
city in a turmoil; and this season, when the 
Boston Orchestra, under George Henschel, 
seems to have carried all before it, the ill 
feeling vents itself in grumbling over the 
management of its concerts. And it must be 
confessed that there is an excellent chance. 
The orchestra was professedly founded to 
give concerts for the education and enjoy- 
ment of the people, the many who could not 
otherwise afford ‘to hear symphonies, and 
the like, The concerts, however, as 
has before happened in the history of quasi- 
benevolent enterprises, became fashionable; 
the tickets were sold to speculators; and, 
while these hucksters and the management 
made an excellent thing out of it, it costs 
rather more to attend these Saturday-night 
entertainments than it did to hear exorbitant 
Patti last winter. 

SPOILING CAROLINE RICHINGS’ TRILL. 

Being on musical topics I cannot resist the 
temptation to tell a droll story told the other 
evening in a company of good fellows. When 
the late Caroline Richings was playing The 
Enchantress” at the Museum a dozen years 
ago, Julius Eichburg, now at the head of 

e Boston Conservatory of Music, was 
lender of the orchestra, and the 
critic of one of our Sunday 
papers played second violin. The second 
violin was rather unruly, and amused him- 
self by various pranks, such as wearing a 
fiery-red wig into the orchestra, trilling dis- 
cordantly through the cotillon in Rose- 
dale,” and the like.

Mr. Eichburg received 
the tirade calmly; could not believe the oc- 
currence anything but accidental, but would 
speak to the strings. He did so, and received 
a promise from them that the accidentshould 
not happen again; but that evening the sec- 
ond violin was seized during the trill with a 
fit of sneezing which fairly shook the theatre 
and completely drowned the voice of the 
singer. Mr. Richings was ready to slay the 
entire orchestra, and at the close of the per- 
formance waylaid the leader with a torrent 
of invectives. 

“ Mr. Richings,” said Mr. Eichburg with 
great dignity, “1 can do something towards 
keeping the instruments in order, but at the 
salary 1 receive I will not undertake to see 
that the players do not havecolds. Heaven 
knows it is about the only luxury we can af- 
ford!“
